Child  care  services  to  merge

IPFW,  the  Fort  Wayne  State  Developmental  Center,  and  Indiana  Technical 

College  will  combine  efforts  and  open  a  child  care  center  when  final  approval  is 

given  by  all  parties  involved,  say  university  sources. ' 

The  center,  which  has  been  under  discussion  since  June,  1985,  will  be  housed  in 
the  basement  of  Carroll  Hall  at  the  Developmental  Center,  49O0  St.  Joe  Road. 

IPFW  has  offered  child  care  services  lo  its  faculty,  staff,  and  students  since  1973. 
Thecurrent  center  occupies  five  rooms  in  a  building  at  the  intersection  of  Stellhom 
and  Hobson  Roads. 


The  children  are  cared  for  by  a  trained  staff  that  has  worked  together  for  about 
seven  years,  according  to  Jean  Kauffman,  director  of  the  child  care  center. 
Students  from  the  Indiana  Vocational  Technical  College  child  care  program  also 
provide  valuable  assistance  at  the  center,  said  Kauffman. 

The  center  serves  about  150  children,  aged  six  months  to  ten  years,  during  a 
typical  week,  said  Kauffman. 

Parents  must  register  their  children  with  the  child  care  center  if  Ihey  want  lo  use 
its  services.  The  hourly  charge  is  $1.50  for  the  first  child,  and  $1.25  for  each  ad- 
ditional child  in  the  same  family. 

Officials  of  all  three  state  institutions  said  they  will  release  more  information 
when  Ihe  merger  is  finalized. 


Motherwell,  first  student  to  participate 
in  Leadership  Fort  Wayne  program

On  Jan.  10,  Joseph  Motherwell,  IPFW 
student  body  president,  officially  set  a 
record  in  Fort  Wayne. 

On  that  day,  Motherwell  joined  other 
citizens  of  Fort  Wayne  in  the  1986 
Leadership  Fort  Wayne  program. 
Motherwell  was  selected  as  the  first 
student  to  participate  in  Leadership 
Fort  Wayne,  a  local  program  aimed  al 
bettering  the  quality  of  leadership  in 
Fort  Wayne. 

Motherwell  was  selected  as  a  par- 
ticipant in  Leadership  Fort  Wayne, 
which  is  co-sponsored  by  IPFW  and  the 
Fort  Wayne  Corporate  Council,  based 
on  his  interest  in  the  development  of 
Fort  Wayne  and  his  past  and  present 
al  filiations  Motherwell  said  lie  applied 
and  his  acceptance  was  based  heavily 
on  his  activities.  Motherwell  presently 
serves  as  IPFW  student  body  president. 

In  addition  to  his  role  as  student  body 
president,  Motherwell  serves  on 
committees  in  Students  Government,  is 
a  member  of  the  Student  Resources 
Committee,  of  the  Search'  and  Screen 
Committee  for  an  IPFW  Chancellor, 
and  the  Business  Student  Advisory 
Board.  He  has  been  named  to  the 
Dean's  List  and  the  Honor  Roll,  and  has 
been  active  in  the  past  with  the  Big 
Brolhers-Big  Sisters  program  in  Fort 
Wayne.  He  also  has  been  active  on  the 
Student  Union  Board  of  Governors 
i.SUBOG)  and  the  IPFW  Biology  Club. 

Motherwell  had  Lo  name  three 
problems  Fort  Wayne  has  and  offer 
solutions  lo  these  problems  as  part  of 
his  application.  He  said  he  felt 
economic  development  was  a  major 
problem  locally.  Fort  Wayne  needs  lo 
build  a  "more  diverse  economic  base 
instead  of  one  or  two  major  economic 
sectors"  lo  avoid  recurring  incidents 
like  the  crippling  wake  Harvester  left 
behind  when  the  corporation  pulled  out 
of  Fort  Wayne. 

Secondly,  he  said  there  was  a  need  to 
re-emphasize  social  programs  —  to  re- 
emphasize  the  needs  of  the  elderly  and 


the  poor  In  lieu  of  federal  funds, 
Motherwell  explained,  "it  looks  like 
cities  are  going  to  have  to  pick  up  the 
slack  for  the  poor  and  homeless." 

Finally,  Motherwell  said  he  felt  very 
strongly  that  community  resources 
need  to  be  developed  "Fort  Wayne 
money  should  be  kept  in  Fort  Wayne  as 
much  as  possible  to  encourage  local 
firms  to  grow,"  said  Motherwell.  Ac- 
cordingly, if  this  problem  and  solution 
were  followed,  there  would  be  limited 
outside  consultants.  The  aim,  ac- 
cording to  Motherwell,  is  lo  utilize 
resources  at  hand,  rather  than  wasting 
dollars  lo  pay  consultants  from  cities 
like  Boston.  An  example  Motherwell 
cited  was  the  Boston  consulting  firm 
hired  to  research  the  proposed 
Headwaters  State  Park. 

Motherwell  said  a  compelling  reason 
behind  his  community  involvement  is 
his  background.  "As  a  life-long  Fort 
Wayne  resident,  I  am  interested  in  ... 
the  growth  and  quality  of  life  of  our 
city,"  said  Motherwell,  'i  look  forward 
to  becoming  more  formally  involved  in 
community  affairs." 

Leadership  Fort  Wayne  holds  a  series 
of  seminars,  80  percent  of  which  the 
applicants  must  attend.  Fine  arts  in 
Fort  Wayne,  financing  public 
education,  vocational  education,  the 
United  Way,  and  business  development 
in  Northeastern  Indiana  are  just  a  few 
subjects  the  applicants  study  in  their 
endeavors  to  improve  Fort  Wayne. 

Leadership  Fort  Wayne  aims  at 
developing  community  leaders,  ex- 
panding —  through  the  program  —  the 
leadership  potential  of  applicants, 
improving  communications  among 
leaders,  providing  a  channel  for  access 
to  leadership  opportunities  in  the  city, 
and  fostering  a  commitment  to  a  life  of 
community  service.  Sylvia  Neely, 
assistant  professor  of  history,  and 
Marian  Adair,  assistant  director  and 
coordinator  of  counseling  and  testing 
services,  are  both  graduates  of  past 
Leadership  Fort  Wayne  classes.  Both 
women  are  employed  by  IPFW.

Carl  E.  Bickley,  assistant  to  the 
chancellor  for  athletics  ancj  director  of 
development,  died  Dec.  I8>  1985  at  the 
age  of  61 

Bickley  was  noted  for  his  role  as 
assistant  dean  and  director  of  the  In- 
diana University  Division  of  General 
and  Technical  Studies  (DGTS).  From 
1966  to  1982,  Bickley  built  up  the  DGTS, 
which  offered  two-year  programs  in 
areas  such  as  secretarial,  commercial 
art  and  some  lechnical  fields,  from  an 
initial  enrollment  of  155  to  a  peak  of 
1,200.  The  division  merged  with  other 
departments  at  IPFW  in  1982. 

Bickley  was  first  associated, 
however,  with  the  campus  from  I960  lo 
1972,  when  he  was  assistant  director  of 
the  Purdue  University  Extension 
Center  In  Fort  Wayne.  For  the  next 
four  years,  until  he  returned  to  IPFW, 
Bickley  was  a  vocational  and  technical 
consultant  for  the  Fort  Wayne  Com- 
munity Schools.  He  was  also  formerly 
registrar  and  director  of  admissions  at 


the  University  of  Evansville. 

Edward  Nicholson,  acting  chan- 
cellor, lauded  Bickley's  achievements 
in  the  area  of  athletics  and  develop- 
ment His  efforts  helped  to  raise  $1 
million  for  the  Helmke  Library  En- 
dowment. 

Bickley  was  active  in  the  Fort  Wayne 
Rotary  Club  and  was  the  organization's 
president.  Other  activities  included  Boy 
Scouts.  Scottish  Rite,  Mizpah  Shrine, 
numerous  Greater  Fort  Wayne 
Chamber  of  Commerce  committees, 
United  Way  and  Phi  Delta  Kappa. 

Surviving  are  his  wife,  Betty;  three 
sons,  Paul,  Bruce  and  James,  all  of 
Fort  Wayne;  two  brothers,  Charles,  of 
Normal,  III.,  and  Carroll,  of  New 
Jersey,  and  a  sister,  Evelyne  Fisher,  of 
Miami. 

Memorial  services  were  Dec.  21  in  St. 
Joseph  United  Methodist  Church.  The 
family  requested  that  memorials  be 
made  to  the  Carl  E.  Bickley  Memorial 
Athletic  Scholarship  Fund  at  B?FW.

Employees  support 
United  Way  Campaign

Full-lime  employees  at  IPFW  gave  over  $20,000  to  the  1985  United  Way 
Campaign;  almost$6000  more  than  the  1984  total,  said  Norm  Newell,  director  of 
Institutional  and  Sponsored  Research. 

"There  was  more  communication  regarding  the  needs  of  the  community  this 
year;  the  campaign  was  better  organized,"  Newell  said.  This  year,  group 
leaders  were  appointed  so  all  full-time  employees  could  be  contacted  about 
giving,  while  in  previous  years  the  chairman  was  the  only  person  to  solicit. 

The  chairman  for  1985  was  the  late  Dr.  Carl  E.  Bickley. 

The  goals  ol  this  year's  campaign  were  to  increase  the  number  of  individuals 
participating  by  15  percent  and  to  increase  the  dollar  amount  given  by  seven 
percent 

As  of  Oct.  24,  there  were  318  individuals  who  had  given  a  total  of  $19,897  This 
was  40  percent  higher  than  1984  giving.  Additional  giving  pushed  the  total  past 
$20,000. 

One-half  of  the  full-time  faculty  and  staff  at  IPFW  participated  in  the  cam- 
paign this  year,  compared  to  27  percent  last  year.  This  was  a  76  percent  in- 
crease in  participation,  said  Newell. 
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It's  time  to  set  goals, 
work  together  in  1986 


Setting  goals,  (jetting  a  fresh  start  on 
a  new  year,  and  a  new  semester. 

IPFW  community  members,  from  the 
International  Students  Organization  to 
the  Greek  organizations  and  the 
chancellor's  office,  should  challenge 
themselves  to  reach  further,  than  they 
have  before  —  for  the  pursuit  of 
excellence  at  IPFW.  Fort  Wayne  is 
pulling  itself  out  of  'a  recession. 
Companies  are  moving  to  Fort  Wayne. 
New  companies  are  establishing 
themselves.  This  is  our  opportunity  now 
to  show  these  people  "what  we're  made 
of." 

These  new  companies  could  bring  in 
new  job  opportunities  to  IPFW 
graduates.  We  challenge  the  department 
chairpersons  to  advertise  the  excellency 
of  their  programs.  Invite  your  junior  and 
senior  majors  in,  along  with  company 
representatives,  to  meet  each  other. 
Show  them  the  advantage  of  hiring  local 
people  —  people  who  have  been  educated 
here  who  know  the  community's  likes 
and  needs. 

We  challenge  student  organizations  — 
all  of  them  —  to  try  even  harder  to  let 
people  know  they  even  exist.  That  is  a 
big  challenge,  we  realize  that.  However, 
by  taking  it  a  step  at  a  time,  it  could  be 
surmountable.  Begin  with  the  local 
campus.  Make  up  posters  describing 
your  organizations.  Have  poster  runs  — 
go  in  groups  and  hang  them  around 
campus.  It  doesn't  have  to  be  a 
drudgery.  It  can  be  fun. 

We  challenge  the  search  and  screen 
committee  to  find  a  candidate  who  is 


wide  open  to  new  ideas  and  who  knows 
how  to  manage  people  well.  He  should 
have  the  ability  to  take  on  the 
responsibility  of  bolstering  IPFW's 
image  in  the  community. 

The  administration,  from  the  vice 
chancellor's  office  to  the  deans  of 
science  and  humanities,  and  arts  and 
letters,  and  the  dean  of  students;  should 
keep  the  student's  needs  in  mind.  Forget 
for  once  how  something  will  enhance 
your  career,  Isn't  this  an  esteemed 
institution  of  higher  learning,  where 
your  purpose  is  to  educate  fertile,  young 
minds,  and  in  our  case  fertile,  and 
sometimes,  very  experienced,  mature 
minds? 

IPFW  students  and  faculty  are 
involved  in  all  sorts  of  activities:  the 
Embassy  Foundation,  The  Fine  Arts 
foundation,  the  Red  Cross,  The 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  The 
Philharmonic,  The  Fort  Wayne 
Historical  Museum,  as  well  as  several 
business  associations.  Students  are  also, 
for  the  most  part,  employed  either  full- 
time  or  part-time.  Let  us  show  Fort 
Wayne  that  IPFW  is  not  full  of  educators 
and  students  who  go  to  school  and  do 
nothing  else. 

In  summary,  we  challenge  everyone  to 
strive  to  enhance  the  image  of  IPFW. 
This  is  not  the  "by-pass  high"  as  so 
many  people  used  to  refer  to  it  as.  This  is 
an  established,  great  combination  of  two 
of  the  best  universities  in  the  nation. 

Let  this  All-America  city  know  we  are 
an  All-America  college  yearning  greater 
recognition  and  respect. 


Businesses,  institutions 
working  smoke-free

What  do  the  Lincoln  Life  Corporation 
offices,  The  Journal-Gazette  newsroom, 
and  IPFW  classrooms  have  in  common? 
They  are  all  non-smoking  areas  in  major 
institutions  —  places  that  have  banned 
smoking. 

The  trend  to  restrict  smoking  in  the 
working  area  is  spreading  throughout 
the  United  States,  brought  on  by  the 
health  and  fitness  trend  of  the  '80's. 
.Offices,  in  particular,  have  caught  the 
ball  in  preventing  disease  like 
emphysema  and  lung  cancer  that  are 
caused  by  cigarette  smoking. 

The  Communicator  supports  the  effort 
to  ban  smoking  in  the  work  place. 
However,  we  do  recognize  that  it  is  a 
person's  right  to  smoke  if  he  so  desires. 
This  right,  though,  often  infringes  on  a 
non-smoker's  right  to  clean  air. 

The  solution  to  this  situation  is  simple: 


create  a  smoking  employees'  lounge  in 
the  workplace.  Lunch  and  coffee  breaks 
could  be  spent  by  smokers  in  the  privacy 
of  this  lounge  while  the  non-smokers 
enjoy  their  free-time  in  a  cigarette-free 
environment  within  their  lounge. 

Allowing  workers  to  smoke  at  desks  or 
work  tables  is  unfair  to  the  non-smoking 
fellow  worker,  in  addition  to  being 
dangerous.  A  forgotten  cigarette  could 
burn  and  smoulder  for  hours  under  some 
long-forgotten,  finished  work. 

Restaurants  recognized  the  need  to 
separate  smokers  from  non-smokers 
early  on,  dividing  dining  facilities  into 
distinctly  separate  areas. 

It's  up  to  the  leaders  in  the  business 
and  institutional  worlds  to  define  the 
rules  for  smoking  on  the  job,  Don't  leave 
it  until  it's  too  late...

Ms.  Williams 
should  consider  becoming 
a  historian  herself  —  the 
profession  certainly  needs 
people  with  her  uncanny 
ability  to  produce  vivid 
recreations  of  past  events 
which  she  did  not  witness, 
and  of  which  she  has  only  the 
faintest,  most  anecdotal 
knowledge. 

I'd  like  to  continue  in  this 
vein,  but  I  feel  I  must  get 
serious  long  enough  to 
condemn  both  the  general 
lone  of  the  letter  (which  was 
inexcusable,  given  the 
author's  not  being  in  the 
class)  and  the  reference  to 
"other  concerned  students 
and  faculty"  in  the  closing. 
Since  her  name  was  the  only 
one  which  appears,  1  assume 
that  she  was  the  only  person 
who  actually  si; 
letter.  Both  Judy  Dilorio  and 
Mike  Nusbaumer,  sociology 
faculty,  have  told  me  that 
Ms.  Williams  came  to  them 
with  the  letter  before  it  was 
The  Communicator. 
and  they  suggested  that  she 
see  me  to   talk  about  the 


problem.  She  did  not.  Both 
have  vociferously  denied 
any  further  role  in  the 
matter,  and  both  share  my 
regret  over  its  publication.  If 
there  are  other  students  and- 
or  faculty  who  were  involved 
in  the  writing  of  the  letter,  I 
have  been  unable  to  locate 
them.  If  there  are,  and  if 
they  have  a  problem  with  the 
way  I  teach  the  course,  I 
would  welcome  their  first- 
hand, informed  criticisms. 

Just  as  Ms.  Williams' 
claim  to  speak  for  "other 
concerned  students  and, 
faculty"  lacks  support,  so 
does  her  complaint  about 
"pervasive  sexism"  —  a 
claim  supported  solely  by  a 
reference  to  my  failure  to 
include  specific  women's 
names  as  suitable  topics  for 
term  papers  on  "Leaders  of 
the  Movement."  1  did  indeed 
fail  to  list  women  by 
name— and  when  several  of 
my  women  students  pointed 
this  out  to  me  during  the  first 
class  meeting,  I  thought 
theirs  was  a  very  good 
criticism.  I  certainly  will  list 
women  leaders  by  name  the 
next  time  I  offer  the  course. 
This  was  the  first  time  I  had 
taught  the  class,  and  I  made 
an  honest,  if  clumsy, 
mistake  We  all  need  a  little 
sensitizing  now  and  then, 
even  us  old-fashioned 
liberals  left  over  from  the 
Sixties. 

The  students  in  my  class 
made  very  good  suggestions 
of  specific  women  leaders. 
(Actually,  I  thought  the  list 
provided  by  Ms.  Williams 
was  quite  good,  though  the 
thought  of  Twiggy  as  a 
protest  leader  does  tend  to 
boggle  the  mind).  A  number 
of  students  took  topics  in  the 
category  "Women's  Rights 
and  the  Movement,"  and  a 
few   did   excellent   papers. 


Interestingly  enough,  1  had 
more  term  papers  on  women 
in  this  class  than  in  any  other 
upper-division  class  I  have 
ever  taught.  This  is  what  is 
so  baffling.  Why  should  Ms. 
Williams,  who  was  not  a 
student  in  the  course,  wait 
until  the  end  of  the  semester 
to  write  this  kind  of  letter 
about  a  matter  my  students 
and  I  assumed  had  been 
closed  at  the  first  day  of 
class?  Sheri  Wilson,  who  was 
a  student  in  the  class  and 
who  is  probably  as  sensitive 
, to, feminist  issues  as  nearly 
anyone  around  these  days, 
stopped  by  after  seeing  the 
letter  to  express  her  baf- 


flement as  well. 

After  all  this  befud- 
dlement,  however,  Ms. 
Williams  did  make  an  effort 
to  clear  up  one  mystery  for 
me— the  reason  for  a  decline 
in  the  number  of  students 
majoring  in  history.  My 
sexism,  she  writes,  is  the 
cause.  I  applied  what  I  now 
call  the  Williams  Theory  to 
the  trends  in  declared 
majors  in  other  departments 
in  Arts  and  Letters,  and 
found  that  there  are  fewer 
English  majors,  geology 
majorsTt]lfine-arts  majors,  ' 
library-science  majors, 
foreign-language  majors 
and  sociology  majors  than 


there  were  five  years  ago. 
Worse  yet,  surveys  indicate 
that  there  are  fewer  students 
minoring  in  women's  studies 
than  there  were  two  years 
ago.  I  hope  someone  stops 
me  before  it's  too  late.

Deborah  Starks,  a  student 
at  IPFW,  has  been  named 
assistant  coordinator  and 
publicity  chairperson  for  the 
telethon.  Starks'  respon- 
sibilities include  assisting  in 
the  coordination  of  the 
telethon  as  well  as  working 
at  the  television  station 
during  the  telethon  this 
weekend. 

In  conjunction  with  the 
national  telethon,  many 
local  activities  and  events 
have  been  slated  at 
Southtown  Mall  to  raise 
extra  donations.
